At the moment when Grover Cleve- 


land took the oath of office, the celes- 
tial, solstitial sing "Cancer," which 
the moon rules, was rising on the 
eastern horizon; hence the moon, 
which denotes the public and in this 
case the Democratic party also (be- 
cause Cleveland represents that party), 
is his ruling planet, or, in astrolog- 
ical nomenclature, "signiflcator." Or- 
dinarily, the person denoted by the 
moon in a nativity is not, "astrologi- 
caJly speaking," gifted with very great 
tenacity of purpose, but in horary or 
state astrology the conditions are 
varied somewhat.

" The manner of transporting the 


oysters was somewhat peculiar. 
Cans with perforted covers were 
used as temporary homes. The only 
food given the oysters was a little 
oatmeal dropped now and then 
through the perforations in the 
covers. For myself, I cannot see 
how the poor things subsisted on 
such food; nor do I know that 
they actually did. The cans and 
contents were handed over to J. H. 
Coney (now deceased), then living 
at Honouliuli. I heard nothing of 
the oyster industry, and concluded 
that it must have been a failure. 


"I know nothing about oyster 


planting myself, but would like 
very much to see success crown 
the efforts of those who are trying 
to make another start on scientific 
principles."

I'llvatious of Pioneer Workers - U rat e 


of Nation Dug Before Mlaaionariuu 
Arrived—Chlueae Taktuc Ci> Hawnl- 
lau l,abor—First Clt-myroen to Lepern 


Gorman D. Gilman has taken up 


gauntlet thrown down by T. G. 


Shearman and has rendered the re- 
sult of his observations and ex- 
perience as follows: 


It is scarcely possible to conceive of 


any one conversant even in the most 
cursory manner with the work of the 
American Board in the Islands to have 
been so misled. He (Shearman) states 
that the whole race were practically 
enslaved 
by white Americans, es- 
pecially by Coojjregationalists and 
sons of Congregational ministers. The 
missionaries of the board reached the 
Hawaiian Islands in the spring of 
1820. 
Up to that time commerce had 


unrestricted possession of the field for 
over forty years and had failed utterly 
in any attempt at the elevation of the 
race. 
The American missionaries 


sought at once to teach them the gos- 
pel and the duties of the Christian 
life. There was no need for slaves for 
there was no requirement calling for 
severe labor; in such a tropical climate 
the necessities of life were reduced to 
a minimum, which may be Inferred 
from the fact that the American Board 
only allowed $450 for each man and 
S50 for each child that was born. Bo 
it would be impossible with the 
utmost frugality, to accumulate any 
amount of money to be used for the 
purposes of acquiring an ascendency 
whereby the natives could have been 
made to act as slaves. At the time of 
the agitation of the slavery question, 
when the subject Of the admission of 
Texas was before the country, efforts 
were made to have the Hawaiian 
Islands also come under the protec- 
tion o£ the American Government. 
The missionaries were opposed to any- 
thing like annexation. They feared 
that under the influence of slavery 
the Islands might be brought into a 
state ol serfdom, and consequently 
protested most vigorously against any 
alienation of the political privileges 
of the Islands. 
Again Mr. Shearman said that "the 


American Board sent a few Congrega- 
tional missionaries to the Islands who 
were 
received 
with enthusiasm." 


They were very kindly received, but 
for some little time it was a question 
whether they would be allowed to re- 
main or not. Influences that were 
always antagonistic to missionary 
work did their best to prevent the 
landing of the missionaries. In re- 
gard to their embracing Christianity 
with all their hearts, they were a 
simple people that had ostensibly dis- 
carded their idols and were without a 
God. 
The message of the gospel 


found a ready entrance, and it may be 
questioned if in the history of the 
world there was ever another such in- 
stance of the speedy recognition of the 
principle of right and wrong. It is 
not the first or only case where the 
ten commandments formed the basis 
of a code of law, which in thH in- 
stance worked to the advantage of all 
concerned, both to the native and to 
the foreigner who was living on tbe 
island doing business. 


In the matter of population, Mr. 


Shearman said that in place of 130,000 
people there can now be recorded only 
40,000. That the missionaries are in 
nowise responsible for this diminu- 
tion of population is almost, too appar- 
ent to need any explanation. Tbe 
grave of tbe nation may be said to 
have been dug by their first inter- 
course with foreigners long before the 
missionaries came, and tne seeds of 
disease which were then produced 
have proved hydra-headed, and have 
so undermined the physical constitu- 
tion of the Hawaiians that they have 
fallen an easy prey to the most simple 
of diseases. The missionary by nia 
earnest efforts in saving bodies as well 
as souls, did his utmost to stay tbe 
tide of disease, and from one island to 
another, including the leper island, 
with all its repulsiveness, went visit- 
ing tbe people, caring for them and 
doing all that WUE possible to stay the 
ravages of disease. 
The missionaries 


are no more responsible for the de- 
cline of the Hawaiians than is Mr. 
Shearman for the decline of the Amer- 
ican Indians. 
With regard to tbe physical aud 


spiritual condition of tbe peop'e re- 
ported as "peaceable, orderly, and a 
very triumph of religion," no special 
claim was ever made for Congrega- 
tionalism in tbe matter; and yet it is 
worth while to notice that from the 
establishment of the mission in isio 
np to 1870, a period of fifty years, the 
happy effects of tbe labors of the mis- 
sionaries could not be called in ques- 
tion. Such travelers as Sir Alexan- 
der Simpson, the governor of the 
Hudson Bay Company, such keen 
and critical men as James Jackson 
Jarves and Richard H. Dana, Jr., 
fgentlemem well known here in Bos- 
ton and whose view* theologically 
were with the Unitarian denomina- 
tion rather than with the Congrega- 
tionaliste), and others might be cited 
to show that in the mind of all intel- 
ligent travelers the successof the mis- 
sion bad been unprecedented. Every 
history of the islands which has been 
written may be claimed as unquali- 
fiedly attaining this statement. 


In ISTii Die American Board judged 


that the time bad come to withdraw 
from financial pare for their mission 
at the Ulan<U.

hood iu trade. The records of the 
luud trausfeia at the islands may be 
searched iu vain for wbat oould be 
considered a ijuestlcmable trauaaotiou 
in the trauafer of property from the 
Hawaliaus to tbe Americans. lu the 
early days tbe Hawaiian did not pos- 
sess even sufficient quantity of soil to 
claim land enough to dig his grave. 
It is only under the reign of Kameha- 
'm§iS&~LJTi properly and honorably 
called "(Ke gbBSi" that tne lan<^ was 
divided so that tbe comnien native 
had any rights which were respected 
either by the king or chiefs. From 
and after the great division of land 
the native possessed his little tract iu 
fee simple and bad the same power of 
disposing of it that any man has iu 
this country. Sometimes it was used 
to good advantage. Too often it was 
sold for a mess of pottage. The Ha- 
waiian, when he came into possession 
of property and saw the toil demanded, 
was ready to sell his land fora consid- 
eration to any purchaser. In this way 
almost the entire quantity of land for- 
merly cultivated t>y natives in the 
raising of their staple article of food 
(kalo) has passed into the hands of the 
Chinaman, not the missionary. 


During my visit to tbe islands last 


summer I was Informed by two of the 
most prominent planters (mission- 
aries' sonej that when they began 
their work it was without capital and 
with their own hands, and by hard 
work that they earned their living on 
plantations. Later by their prudence, 
industry and integrity they were 
offered tbe sale of plantation lands on 
credit, and in the two instances to 
wbich I refer both bought iu that 
way. 
What is true of these two is 


true of the larger majority of mission- 
ary children. The statement that the 
Congregational Church of Honolulu 
last year expended in the neighbor- 
hood of $20,000 for missionary work 
among the Hawaiians, Chinese, Jap- 
anese, Portuguese and the islands of 
Micronesia certainly should be ac- 
cepted as an indication of the gener- 
ous spirit which actuates the sons of 
pioneers. The reigns of Kamehameba 
III and IV were periods of prosperity. 
The nation seemed to have reached 
its highest point so far as education 
and regular habits and manners of 
life and religious influences are con- 
cerned. With the advent of Kala- 
kaua came a great change. He died 
in 1891. His sister, Liliuokalaui, came 
to the throne in 1892. 


Mr. Shearman said that before the 


missionaries gained control of the Isl- 
ands leprosy was unknown. The mis- 
sionaries are no more responsible for 
it than are tbe Congregationalists of 
New York for what may have been 
imported through that port. 
The 


American missionaries were the first 
to appoint a clergyman of the Hawai- 
ians to minister to the unfortunate 
lepers upon the leper island. It is a 
mistake to credit the earlier efforts at 
evangelizing these poor people to the 
influence of the Catholic father. This 
work had been established years be- 
fore, and was visited once or twice 
each year by the missionary who was 
tbe nearest resident. Further, some 
of tbe principal buildings at the leper 
settlement today were erected by the 
same class of missionaries' sons, so- 
called, and the most generous contri- 
butions to the support of these poor 
segregated people come from the very 
children of these American mission- 
aries resident upon the islands today. 
The one man, an American mission- 
ary, who has visited the island more 
frequently than anyone else, whose 
intercourse with those afflicted with 
this dread disease, and whose visits at 
the hospital in Honolulu have been 
the most frequent, is the gentleman 
to whom Mr. Shearman alluded with 
so marked a sneer. This missionary 
is a man who stood among our fore- 
most pastors in a New England city, 
who has resided in the islands for 
eighteen years, ami who has the con- 
fidence of the whole community io 
wbich he lives. 


It is clear that Mr. Shearman is 


either very poorly informed about the 
work of the American missionaries iu 
tbe Hawaiian Islands, or has entirely 
missed its meaning and outcome. The 
facts of history are all against him ; 
the deliberate judgment of the Chris- 
tian world and of all well-informed 
men is against him. Some powerful 
influence must have been acting upon 
him, 
thus to blind his vision and per- 


vert his judgment.

About a year aud u half ago C. A. 


Brown handed to the Commissioner 
of Agriculture au agricultural journal 
containing an account of a wonderful 
forage plant which had been discov- 
ered by the Russian explorer, Maxi- 
mowlez, in the island of Sagbalin, 
situated lu tbe Sea of Okhotsk be- 
tween Japan and Siberia. Mr. Mars- 
den at once wrote to the principal 
seed dealers in Australia and America, 
only to find out that none of the seed 
was on the market, although the 
plaut was being grown for that pur- 
pose. 


Tbe numerous properties of Saca- 


linewere so fully demonstrated that 
the first seed offered for sale realized 
enormous prices, being eagerly pur- 
chased at the rate of §3500 per pound, 
and during last year $1000 per pound 
was paid for the seed. The price has 
now fallen to $25 per pound, but even 
at that price all available stock has 
been exhausted. 
Many persons, in- 


cluding the Bureau of Agriculture, 
were disappointed at receiving letters 
by the last mall stating that none of 
the seed waa procurable. 


About six weeks since, the Bureau 


of Agriculture received the first lot of 
seed. Tbe public was at once notified 
through the daily papers, and tbe 
seeds were quickly distributed to all 
parts of the Islands. There is a small 
supply still available for distribution. 
By the end of the month the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture expects to 
receive from Japan a supply of the 
seed and roots, which latter will be 
planted on a parcel of government 
land that bas been well prepared for 
its reception. 
The climate of the 


Islands is especially adapted to the 
production of this new 
vegetable 


wonder. 
Reports have come to hand from 


parties who are experimenting with 
the seeds received from the Bureau of 
Agriculture. The seeds are growing 
well, and there seems to be hardly a 
doubt but that the plant will flourish 
in this country. It is said that by 
planting the roots much quicker re- 
sults are obtained than by seed. Be- 
fore tne end of the year the Bureau ot 
Agriculture hopes to to able tonahow 
the capacity of Hawaiian soil ari'd cli- 
mate to produce Sacaline. 


Tbe great value of this plant to Ha- 


waii is in the possibility it offers for 
forage and the fact that It will grow 
on lantana lands. 
It is not to be ex- 


pected that If planted among heavy 
lantana it will crowd it out, but if the 
land is once cleared of lautaoa and 
Sacaline planted In Its place it will, 
by the rapidity of its growth and the 
power of taking possession of the soil, 
prevent the lantana again obtaining a 
foothold. Tbe immense tracks of land 
now containing the lantana pest could 
be made to produce an abundance of 
succulent forage if systematic plant- 
ing of Sacaline is carried out. 


The young shoots and leaves of Sa- 


caline, prepared in various fashions, 
furnish tbe table with au excellent 
summer vegetable, equal to spinach, 
chickory or lettuce, while by some 
they are considered as rivaling aspar- 
agus. In years of abundance, these 
shoots, if in excess of home require- 
ment, can be used for industrial pur- 
poses. 
As soon as the stem attains a 


height of four to six feet, they can be 
cut close to tbe ground and fed to cat- 
tle. 
If tbe second growth is vigorous, 


another cutting can be made. The 
last cutting is done in late autumn, 
before frost. 
The following years, 


three or often four cuttings can be 
made. Used in ensilage, like corn, 
this is certain to prove a valuable 
nourishment for catile in winter.

longings from the world, never was there 
a better spot in which to do It than Dune- 
den. It is a place which seems to have 
strayed away from civilization, with no 
manifest desire to return within its fold 


It consists of a church, a store, a few 


bouses and an abundance of sand, which 
latter forma a carpet for the store and many 
of the bouses, arabesque designs being 
formed upon It by tobacco juice. 


It is the last place in the world that one 


would select as a ducal tryst, but such it 
was. 
Dukes and duohesses are not to be 


measured by ordinary standards, however 


Tho little church of Duneden Is one of 


the least pretentious of Us kind. Its rector 
at that time was an Englishman, tho Rev 
Mr. Koel. Ho was about to marry a niece 
of Canon Farrar, and Bishop Weed had 
arrived to perform the ceremony, which 
was.to bs that of tho Church of England. 
The church had been beautifully dressed 
with flowers by the congregation. All of 
the architectural shortcomings were hid- 
den by festoons and garlands of trailing 
gray Inoss, orange blossoms and the beau- 
tiful, creamy blossoms of the Spanish bay- 
onet 
Those decorations were In honor of 


the rector's wedding, not the Duke of 
Sutherland's. The duke had asked the 
rector to perform the marriage ceremony 
for him; but, apart from conscientious 
scruples in the clerical breast, be declined 
on the ground of his own marriage, say- 
ing, however, that he would "speak to the 
bifchop about it, and perhaps he would 
marry them." Tbo bishop was approached 
npon the subject. He first looked grave 
and thoughtful, walked up and down the 
room two or three times and then said. 
"I will do it if I can legalize this affair. 
It la my duty to do it." He probably saw 
tbat it was a case in which Christianity 
could not be packed in any sot of com- 
mandments. People bad come from far 
and near to see the minister married— 
men, women and children in ox carts, 
women on horseback, with children np be- 
hind them, and some with babies in their 
arms, men in their shirt sleeves and boys 
with their school satchels slung over their 
backs. It was as heterogeneous a mass as 
ever ono sees at a country circus. The 
minister's njnrrlage was first celebrated; 
bat, the other event having become noised 
abroad, tho congregation remained as un- 
invited spectators. 


As the ducal party, consisting of the 


duke, Mrs. Blair, her daughter and gov- 
erness, arrived, the little, wheezy organ 
piped out the "Wedding March," but it 
was difficult at times to toll whether "Lo- 
hengrin" or "yankeo Doodle" was ahead. 
The choir then attempted a vocal demon- 
stration. It sounded for all the world like 
a chorus of bumblebees, or "dirt daubers,'' 
as the sand tappers coll them. 


Finally this comical prologue ceased its 


dlvortisement, and the ducal party enter- 
ed, preceded by a carroty haired girl, Miss 
Blair, tho daughter of the bride. The 
brldo wore a very much soiled white silk 
gown, but atonement was made for this 
by tho profusion of diamonds displayed. 
Theso were supposed to bo the Sutherland 
jewels and wore really quite handsome 
Tho service was frequently interrupted by 
the squalls of infants, who in sorno in- 
stances were soundly slapped by their par 
cnts and In others consoled with maternal 
nourishment. 


The ceremony over, the happy pair 


marched down tho aisle to the samo clas- 
sical music 
The nose of the bride had a 


little more high bred tilt, and her head a 
more ducal pose than when sho entered the 
church, owing, presumably, to the fact 
that sho now had tho name as well as the 
game. 
At the church door they entered a 


conveyance, which, for the want of an- 
other name, I will call a nondescript. 
It 


was a cross between a buggy and a box on 
wheels. The nnimals attached to the non- 
descript were quite as unique in their line 
They were marsh tackoys of the lowest or- 
der, their manes and tails matted with 
cookie burs and their coats unfamiliar 
with a currycomb. The lordly manner in 
which the" duke handled the reins, how- 
over, loft tho impression that he was ac- 
customed to better horseflesh and looked 
upon the present situation merely aa a bit 
of life td be token en passant. 


Perched up behind the ducal pair was a 


much moth eaten old hair trunk, tied to 
tho back of the buggy by a rope. Specu- 
lation waxed high as to the contents of 
this antique trunk. 
Some said it con- 


tained family jewels and papers; others de- 
clared tbat it was Florida game that he 
was taking homo with him. 


Just as they were about starting the 


country photographer called after them: 
"I say! Stop a jiffy. 
I want your pic- 


ture!" The duko good natnredly granted 
bis request and then drove off amid the 
shouts of tho countr.y bumpkins, who 
yelled theinsclvos hoarse for the "duko and 
his brldo. '

Hawaii must steer 


clear of factional jealousies so far 
as possible. At the same time, it 
must take the current when it 
flows, and not pass its time in a 
vain endeavor to reform American 
political methods. 


COMMERCIAL WAE PENDING. 


The close of the Oriental war has 


served to bring into public notice 
the commercial war that is bonnd 
to be waged between the Occident 
and the Orient. The revolution in 
Western industrial conditions as a 
consequence of Asiatic competition 
—of Asia furnishing its own ma- 
terial in agriculture and manufac- 
tures—is already becoming a mat- 
ter of serious moment, particularly 
among the English. 
In all the de- 


partments of labor in which wages 
are an 
important 
feature, the 


masses of the West are coming 
into direct competition with the 
millions of Asia, who do not re- 
quire warm clothes, housee, meat 
or furniture. 


T. W. Whitehouse, a member of 


the Legislative Council of Hong- 
kong, in a speech made in London, 
gave his English friends an idea of 
how the Asiatic is winning the 
greatest of all markets, the Asiatic i 
demand. There is no mistaking 
the trend of affairs, and the Briton 


SEIPPBR PALMER ON DEOK. 


Skipper Palmer has issued his 


ultimatum and placed his burning 
words of fume on record, along with 
those of Joaquin Miller and numer- 
ous other individuals who, having 
failed to realize their hopes of per- 
sonal magnification in anything 
else, have turned on Hawaii. 
The 


slight difference between the men, 
as displayed in their effusions, is 
due to the fact that Julius has been 
reared on intellectual Boston baked 
beans, while Joaquin has often 
gone shy for food, and is more 
harsh and raw in his remarks. The 
spirit of prevarication, however, 
appears to feed equally well upon 
Boston beans or Western wind.

are at an end in the United States. 
Liberty no longer exists. 
Lincoln 


is a despot more arbitrary than the 
Czar of Russia. The great experi- i 
ment of self-government has ended 
in military rule." 


For four years the people of the 


Northern States were misrepreseat- 
ed in the British press. It was 
galling enough, but they trusted to 
time and justice for vindication, 
and finally they got it. 


We have heard a rumor that the 


"brave Captain 
Palmer," fifty 


years ago, navigated a boat across 
the Boston frog pond, in a bowling 


quite natural the skipper should 
take kindly to that view. 


But as he has failed in placing 


the responsibility of the rooster, 
he has ehot equally wide of facts 
in settling the Dole problem. Not- 
withstanding this, so long as the 
Evening Post poses as the refuge of 
mugwumps and sea lawyers, Skip- 
per Palmer will never cease to be- 
labor the Dole government for mak- 
ing laws suited to conditions, but 
paying no attention to the quiet 
slumberh of ex-ship commanders. 


DUTIES OP A FRIENDLY POWER. 


American sympathizers with the 


Cuban revolutionists and the fili-

States is watchful of its shipping, 
Spain has a territorial interest 
quite as important.

STRICT LICENSE OR PARTIAL PRO- 


HIBITION. 


Two petitioub jeceeitly received 


at the Executive building bring up 
interesting phases- of the tornper- 
anc« question. One hundred and 
twenty-eight citizens of Hilo out 
of. regard for law and order request 
that the liquor license in that town

canceled,

Kona district ask for a license in 
order to prevent the promiscuous 
and illicit sale of liquor now going 
on.

The well-to do citizen can buy his 
liquor in quantity at Honolulu, 
while the poor man will buy his 
occasional drink as he can afford 
it, of a peddler who dispenses 
small quantities contrary to law.

Education yesterday afternoon, F. 
W. Damon made a suggestion with 
regard to the future of the Chinese 
schools. 


He stated there were at present 


130 boys and 38 girls in the Chi- 
nese mission schools 
Owing to 


there being no appropriation after 
the year 1895, the Board will be 
unable to carry on the work. 
It 


was thought a hundred boys and 
as many girls would attend the 
schools if they 
were put under 


Government control 


The matter of Chinese girls was 


thought to be a very serious one. 
A large number are slaves, who, 
instead of being sent to school, are 
kept at such houses as they have 
to take care of children and do do- 
mestic work far above their limit of 
strength, while scores of others are 
undergoing the barbarous Chinese 
custom of submitting their feet to 
the crushing process. 


The whole matter 
of Chinese 


schools was left to a committee. 


With regard to the teachers' con- 


vention and summer school, the 
Board resolved that it could not 
take the responsibility of organiz- 
ing such a meeting, having no 
funds at its disposal for the pur- 
pose, but the 
Inspector-General 


could confer with the teachers" 
organization in Honolulu and the 
arrangements put in their hands. 


Miss Mary Beckwith was ap- 


pointed teacher of drawing in cer- 
tain Honolulu schools, to be desig- 
nated later by the Board. 


Mrs. Isabella Creighton, formerly 


teaoher at Marquesville, was ap- 
pointed principal of Moiliili school. 


The regular summer vacation 


will begin July 3d, and the fall 
term opens September 9th.

his home on Liliha street, and tried 
to vindicate himself by stating that 
his mission on earth was the curing 
of the sick, halt and blind.

Perry did not see things in the 
same light as the medicine man, 
and fined him $3 and costs. 


Several natives and Chinamen 


were tried for non-payment of taxes. 
Their time for settlement was ex- 
tended.

no sensational views, illustrations or 
advertisements go to the expense o: 
sending an individual 10,000"miles 
paying him from the day of start to 
the day of arrival home, giving him 
absolute discretion as to quantity and 
nature of communications, to wire 
them or mail them as he saw fit, un- 
less the editors considered bim the 
man for the place ? Yet, that is abso- 
lutely the truth of the action of the 
Transcript and of the Post this year. 
All letters and telegrams sent by me 
last year have been printed in book 
form; not a fact there stated, save one, 
was ever impeached with success;

difficulty of reaching fact in this com- 
munity, since my arrival, that chal- 
lenged statement has been repeated 
witn such force that, were this my 
first visit, I fear I should fall into the 
error of printing it. Rightly or wrong- 
ly, it is believed with as that no gen- 
eral statements ever reach us eave 
those prepared by parties interested ; 
a transient resident may blunder, but 
if a man of cool, calm judgment, his 
writings must contain an "impartial 
estimate of the situation. 
*~ 
Granting tbat any government 
must have its faults and its foibles, 
why, 
you may ask, sbould these be 
photographed and exhibited at their 
worst? 
In the case of Hawaii, there 
is the soundest reason for doing this. 
If a man wishes to marry my sister, 
it is my duty to ascertain not the best 
but the very worst wnich can be said 
of his character. Your Government 
avows its intention to make alliance 
with mine. To my view, no patriotic 
American citizen can vote to _ admit 
you to nearer union tban reciprocal 
free trade. 
Yet, you are trying to in- 


troduce your domestic differences into 
the platforms of political parties in 
the United States. Is not this single 
fact sufficient apology for portraying 
to our people the innate despotism of 
your aristocracy, the natural yet often 
unreasonable demands of your middle 
class democracy, the perplexing prob- 
lems of race and religion consequent 
on yoar promiscuous population, your 
disfranchisement of the race to whom 
the Creator gave this island home, 
and your financial condition? If you 
succeed in entangling us these and 
many other questions must be trans 
ferred for adjudication to Washington, 
and some- of us believe that we, like 
most individuals, have trouble enough 
of our own. 
When I accepted the offer of tha 
Post to make a ninety days trip to 
Honolulu, it was with the expecta- 
tion that I would be an unwelcome 
visitor, which Inference is confirmed. 
Yet, tbe most careful reader of my 
writings will fail to discover any per- 
sonal animosity to your citizens. 1 
have been gratuitously told that 10 
this they differ from other criticisjua. 
Your course as a political party has 
been criticised and condemned by my 
words, but missions or missionaries of 
whatever denomination have received 
naught but praise from my pen. For 
your commercial prosperity, I have 
jxpressed the best good wishes, advo- 
cating in the press the construction by 
tbe United States as an exclusive gov 
ernment work of tbe Nicaragua canal, 
a public subvention of at least half a 
million dollars without any financial 
return to the Hawaiian cable, and an 
act of absolute free trade wltb Ha- 
waii, so tbat there should be DO duties 
whatsoever on cargoes passing be- 
tween tbe ports of botb countries 
under either national flag. 


If I have been unable to see that 


the destruction of the native mon 
archy was other than a miifortuue 
since it was the annihilation of tbe 
one point of union at which all lines 
lave in the past converged, I will tu-k 
uo stronger and wiser advocates of 
,his theory tban are to be found in 
,he past utterances and public records 
of mien men as the elder Judd, or 
son, the present Chief Justice.

Two roekcod were served in the Bo- 


hemian Club a few days ago which 
had been just fourteen days out of the 
water, says a late San Francisco 
paper 
They had been kept on ice, 


yet they were as fresh as tiie hour 
they were caught. The dish was gar- 
"niflhed with watercress, green anc 
juicy, which had been exiled just the 
same period from tbe parent earth. 
The piece de resistance was a leg ol 
mutton, whose age was just four 
weeks and three days, and the dessert 
was a bunch of grapes, the last of the 
season, whose separation from the 
vine was identical in days and hours 
with the mutton, and a bunch of over- 
ripe bananas, but the meat, cress and 
fruit were as fresh and palatable as 
the fish. 


The solution of this strange instance 


of the arrest of decay is the result of 
an invention by Dr. C. Buckley, 
which has been patented in this and 
in all the countries of Europe and 
Asia. Briefly and simply it la the 
discovery of a process by which air 
and water may be sterilised. The air 
Is first sterilized and then forced into 
the water, sterilizing it and destroyin 
all its germs 
The apparatus wlt:_ 
which these experiments were made 
consists of a small tank of water, a 
tube leading from the tank to an air 
pump, and a glass bulb in the center 
of the tank containing certain chemi- 
cals which destroy^tne germs in the 
passage of tbe air to tfte water. 
The doctor's intentiott is to apply it 


to froitcars. which he "will fill with 
sterilized air, nor is it necessary for 
the car to be hermetically sealed; to 
the household water lank and to 
meats, vegetables and everything 
tbat is perishable. To the epicure 
this invention will open a grand field 
for novel delicacies. He will get his 
Oregon pheasant and prairie chicken 
as fresh as the day it was shot, bis 
pond mullet from Honolulu and bis 
golden plover from Hawaii, his goose 
from Canada, and with tbe flavor un- 
impaired by freezing, which is a de- 
stroyer of those nice qualities which 
thrill the palate with most enjoyable 
sensations. 
This positive proof that decay may 
thus be arrested suggests the most 
astonishing possibilities. 
If a fish 


and a leg of mutton can be preserved 
for an indefinite period, ol- coarse tbe 
human may also retain his mortal 
shape for all time. 
In this new land, 
where ancestors are such a rarity, the 
wealthy will abandon the cold and 
mendacious portrait, and tbe picture 
gallery of tbe future will be supplant- 
ed by a vast mausoleum. 
The devoted husband, tbe bereaved 


lover, the parent robbed by death of 
bis adorable child, will have the con- 
eolatiOB of beholding them as they ap- 
peared in life. They will never grow 
old. 
Tbe octogenarian may totter 


feebly to the case where, reposeful and 
serene in her white garments, lies the 
love of sixty years back, still wearing 
tbe semblance of youth.

Forgotten History.

The recent unearthing ot tbret- mod- 


erately well-preserved skull« 
and 


other remaiiw of dead natives in a 
pipe-trench, just outside or Puuahou 
College grounds calls to mind a bit of 
Hawaiian history with which but 
comparatively few person-1 a.ie ac- 
quainted. 


The region immediately burrouuil- 


ing Punahou has always been uoted 
for its great fertility, owing to the 
constant downpour of ram in Mauoa. 
Valley washing to the lower laudb th 
rich soil of the mountains. 


On account of this fact, the beauty 


of the surroundings, and the abund 
ance of fine spring water, Kameba 
meha I made this one of his favorite 
dwelling places and gathered abou 
him what was considered iu those 
days a very large colony. 
At one time he discovered an 1m 
mense rock in Manoa and eogagec 
relays of natives to move it near his 
dwelling-place, which was close to the 
spot where the remains were found s 
few days ago. The rock was blasted 
some time ago, and a comparatively 
small piece remains. It is an inter- 
esting fact that Kamehameha I seat- 
ed himself on the rock as It was being 
conducted to Its new position. 
In an interview with 
Professor 
Hosmer yesterday it was learned thai 
skulls and other remains of natives 
have been found from time to time in 
the rich soil immediately back of the 
main building. Many of these ap- 
pear to have been under ground for 
year while others are of much 
more recent appearance. Many of the 
remains when unearthed, gave every 
evidence of the deceased having been 
burled in a standing posture. In 
close-proximity to the remains bits of 
charred wood were sometimes fouud 
giving rise to the theory that feasts or 
celebrations akin to these were car- 
ried on at the graves. Although re- 
mains have been found in quite a 
number of places on the 
college 
grounds, the spot immediately back 
of the main hall hag so far proved the 
most productive.

was not known, but, judging from 
her reminiecence, she must have 
been over a hundred. 


For a few years she had been in 


her second childhood, with numer- 
ous intervals of clear intelligence 
and memory of past events. 
She 


remembered well when Kameha- 
meha I. made his last visit to 
Kaawaloa, to his place mauka— 
" his garden," as it was then called. 
There he was seized with an illness 
and removed to Kailua, where he 
died shortly after. Kahua had out- 
lived all her cotemporaries and 
relatives, but, for many years, had 
been kindly cared for by Mr. J. D. 
Paris of Kaawaloa, living in a little 
house on his premises and re- 
ceiving every kindness from the 
| family. 


Owing to this care, here life was 


prolonged beyond the average, and 
she went to her grave not unat- 
tended, a few accompanying her to 
her last resting-place, where a sim- 
ple service closed the earthly career 
of this aged Hawaiian.

The quarterly report of the phy- 


sicians was accepted. It was as 
follows: 


HONOLULU, March 31,1895. 


To the Trustees of the Queen's Hos- 
pital. 


GENTLEMEN :—We have the honor 
to present the following report for the 
four months ending March 31, 1895: 
The number of patients atpresent in 
the hospital is 65, viz: 32 Hawaiians 
(20 males, 12 females), 2 Chinese, 3 
Japanese, and 28 of other nationali- 
ties; 30 paying. 


The number of admissions during 


the four months was 188, viz: 88 Ha- 
waiians i59 males, 29 females), 9 Chi- 
nese, 15 Japanese, and 76 of other na- 
tionalities. 


Discharged 180, viz: 99 Hawaiians 


(65 males, 34 females), 9 Chinese, IS 
Japanese, and 54 of other nationali- 
ties. 


Deaths 14, viz: 7 Hawaiians (6 males, 


1 female). 3 Japanese, and 4 of other 
nationalities. 


The causes of death were as follows: 


Abscess of knee-joint, embolio pneu- 
monia, enteric fever 1, general pa- 
ralysis 1, gunshot Injury of brain 1, 
injury to spinal cord 1, intestinal 
hemorrhage I, pericarditis 1, perito- 
nitis 1, pneumonia 3, remittent fever 
1, tuberculosis 1, 


Of the above two died within twen- 


ty-four hours and six within three 
days of admission. 


The highest number of indoor pa- 


tients was 75, lowest 53, dally average 
62. Number of prescriptions, 548. 


The number of patients treated in 


the hospital has been 452,viz: Decem- 
ber, 1894, 324; January, 1895, 105; Feb- 
ruary, 110; March 113.

Good Work Accompllihc<l by Mission- 


aries—Saloons Have More Power to 
Destroy Tbaa Churches to Save—Re- 
marks on Insurrection ami Results. 


Rev. T. D. Garvin, pastor of the 


Christian Church in this city,writes 
as follows to the Western Christian 
Advocate, Cincinnati, Ohio, on the 
subject of annexation and general 
affairs of the islands : 


DEAR BBOTHEE:—In my former 
letter, which was too hastily written 
to be satisfactory, I did not dwell on 
the question of annexation, for want 
of time. 
Owing to the long intervals 
at times between mails, we are often 
sorely pressed to reply to the great 
number of letters we receive. The 
question of annexation has assumed 
new proportions since the findings of 
the Military Court, have been de- 
clared. The trials were conducted in 
fairness (no torturing of witnesses or 
abuse of prisoners, as reported in the 
San Francisco papers), and our excel- 
lent President has shown a marked 
degree of wisdom and mercy in re- 
viewing the work of the court. In no 
case has the punishment been too se- 
vere. As a consequence of thetr re- 
bellion, a large number of Hawaiians 
have been sentenced to terms of im- 
prisonment; also, a number of whites 
and half-whites are justly suffering 
for their inexcusable folly. A feeling 
is now gaining rapidly that annexa- 
tion will bring the release of all politi- 
cal prisoners( and as all hope of the 
restoration is «ow gone, doubtless 
annexation will be the watchword of 
nearly all classes. There are very 
grave questions involved in the mat- 
ter of admitting these islands to the 
sisterhood of States. We have a large 
Chinese population,and a larger 
num- 
ber of Japanese. It will be exceeding- 
ly difficult to fix the status of all these 
nationalities. 
We now have some 
tbousanls of Portuguese, and nine 
thousand more are on their way to the 
islands. We all feel the need of a 
strong protectorate, or of annexation. 
The number of whites in the Islands 
is about four thousand. This Is but a 
handful, compared with the other 
classes. This Republic is a good illus- 
tration of the adage, "Knowledge is 
power." The small minority govern 
the majority. I am no alarmist nor 
pessimist; but I feel that there is 
much in this present condition of 
affairs that calls for a strong govern- 
ment to control this mixed people. 
Thus far the powers that be have 
shown great wisdom and much abil- 
ity in the storm that has tried their 
powers. We find the presence of an 
American warship gives a pleasant 
degree of confidence to all law-abiding 
citizens. The Hawaiian race is dying 
out rapidly. The missionaries have 
done much to elevate the natives; but 
intoxicating drinks and the accom- 
panying vices bid fair to exterminate 
the race. 
The saloons have more 
power to destroy than the churches 
have to save.

merous difficulties in the way were, 
after considerable trouble, overcome, 
and the Healani Yacht and Boat Club 
(Limited) became legally incorporated 
under tbe laws of Hawaii on Novem- 
ber 18, 1894. Two hundred and fifty 
shares of the club stock of the par 
value ot S20 were nearly all subscribed 
for immediately. Business men pur- 
chased freely, and finally the board of 
management saw Jts way clear to 
commence the construction of com- 
modious quarters. A site on tbe east 
side of the harbor was procured, just 
outq$de of the Myrtle boat house. 


That site Is now occupied by a sub- 
stantial and handsome structure; one 
that is not only an adornment to tbe 
harbor of Honolulu, but a bouse that 
few privileged boat clubs can boast 
of. The building is two stories In 
height. Tbe lower part is suitably 
divided into several compartments. 
There is a ball for tbe boats running 
nearly the entire length, and about 
two-thirds its breadth; the remaining 
third 
being set apart as a work- 


room for repairing. There are also 
lockers for clothes, several fresh water 
showers, 
commodious accommoda 


tions for the caretaker, with an ele- 
vated platform for punching bags, 
etc. In fact, nothing has been omit- 
ted for the convenience and comfort of 
the active members of the association.

A combination of.tbe kinetoscope 


with tbe phonograph, upon tbe per- 
fection of which Thomas A. Edison 
and his assistant, William K. L. 
Dic&son, have been working for sev- 
eral years, has been made practical 
and will be offered to the public with- 
in a short time in the shape of an in- 
strument which will show action and 
give phonetic expression synchron- 
ously. 


The combination, while new to the 


public, has been working in the Edi- 
son laboratory for some time. While 
perfecting the kinetoscope, experi- 
ments were carried on looking to tbe 
harnessing of phonography with the 
machine, and a plan was finally found 
by which it was accomplished. 


The new apparatus is almost tbe 


same in appearance as the kineto- 
scope. The addition consists of tbe 
ruboer tubes and ear pieces of the 
phonograph, which are attached to 
the top of the kinetoscdpe. Tbe syn- 
chronal action of the two instruments 
is attained by a simple device in the 
interior of the box, connection being 
made by a belt from the drnnvof one 
to the drum of the other. 


With the offering of the new inven- 


tion a change will be made in the 
character of the objects and scenes 
photographed by tbe kinetoscopo- 
grapb. 
While the kinetoscope was 


only 
optical, 
the desire was to 


get scenes in which there was a vari- 
ety of action, sound, of course, being 
disregarded. 
Therefore, such subjects 
as prize-fights, dancing and scenes of 
violent action were in demand. With 
the new combination, however, the 
eye and ear both being enlisted, the 
range of subjects will be largely In 
creased, and many things that could 
not be portrayed effectively will now 
become available. 


It will now be possible to reproduce 


an entire opera, with all the motion 
and music, by the use of a number of 
instruments working in succession. 
The new field opened la, in fact, prac- 
tically inexhaustible.

The executive hea.! of 
ally country, admitted to tbe com.ty 
of nations, has a perfect right to sig- 
nify that a given diplomatic ageut IH 
unacceptable, or, to use tbe technical 
phrase, a persona non grata. 
If such 


an intimation is conveyed, as nor- 
mally it should be, without any re- 
cital of reason's, it is not debatable, 
but is deferred to as a matter of course. 
If, on the other hand, the reasons for 
objecting to an envoy are set forth, 
they may properly become tbe sub- 
ject of discussion and even of remon- 
strance. In the case before us the 
Hawaiian Government will be war- 
ranted by usage in examining the 
charges brought against their Minister 
and inquiring whether as a matter of 
fact he has overstepped the line of his 
plain duty to hi8 country. Nor will 
any equitable person blame them 
sbonld they suggest tbe further query 
whether Mr. Cleveland and his Secre- 
tary of State would have had any- 
thing to complain of, in Mr. Tburston's 
conduct if they themselves had car- 
ried out the wishes of the people they 
Were cbosen to represent. 


Mr. Thurston during his residence 


in Washington has not only upheld 
with loyalty and vigor the interests 
of hia Government, but he has given 
valuable information to the American 
people, for which they would have ap- 
plied in vain to our State Department, 
although they are tbe masters in this 
country, and put, Mr. Cleveland in 
office on the distinct understanding 
that he would execute their will. 
What that will is in relation to Ha- 
waii they have announced in the 
clearest way. 


There has never in the history of 


the United State been any measure 
tending to 
national advancement 


which has been so heartily approved 
by the great body of our citizens, irre- 
spectively of political parties, as was 
the annexation of Hawaii, proposed 
by 
the Harrison 
Administration. 


Strange as it now seems to us, the pur- 
chase of the Louisiana territory was at 
the time vehemently denounced by 
most of the Federalists and by many 
JefFersonian Democrats; and the an- 
nexation of Texas was bitterly op- 
posed by nearly all the Northern 
Whigs. But tbe mass of Democratic 
as well as Bepublican voters were 
cordially disposed to grant the appli- 
cation of the Provisional Government 
at Honolulu for the admission of Ha- 
waii to the Union. Nor, outside of a 
few thousand office holders and office 
seekers in and out of the Federal 
Legislature, was there a man in this 
country whose sense of decency did 
not revolt at the secret and treacher- 
ous attempt made by Mr. Cleveland 
in November, 1893, during a recess of 
Congress, to upset tbe Honolulu Gov- 
ernment which had been officially 
recognized by himself, as well as by 
his predecessor. No less unanimous 
was the resentment felt by genuine 
Americans at the sympathetic treat- 
ment received in Washington last 
summer by the emissaries of the 
dethroned Mrs. Dominis, who were 
addressed in a published letter of Mr. 
Cleveland's as "Commissioners," and 
assnred that bis conviction of the 
justice of their monarchical cause 
bad never wavered, an assurance 
that 
was 
almost 
contempor- 


aneous 
with 
the 
withdrawal of 
the American war ship stationed at 
Honolulu. For the outbreak of the 
monarchical 
conspiracy, which so 


promptly followed, the improper acts 
and words of Mr. Cleveland are uni- 
versally regarded as morally respon- 
sible; and the blood of (be misguided 
rebels would have left a stain upon 
his hands bad not the death sentence 
upo'n them been commuted at the re- 
quest of -the very Mr Tburston whdbe 
dismissal is now demanded. Through- 
out every phase of the Hawaiian 
drama the American people have ap- 
pealed in vain for full intelligence and 
upright, patriotic action to their own 
executive, which has persistently 
striven to deceive them ; and they are 
grateful to Mr. Thurston for supplying 
their lack of infonnatiDn, and pub- 
lishing the truth regarding matters 
which he conceived tn be of vital in- 
terest to the United Rtates as well as 
Hawaii. 


The Hawaiian Government will un- 


doubtedly be constrained, in conform- 
ity with diplomatic usage, to comply 
with Mr. Gresham's request.although, 
seeing that reasons have been stated, 
it will be at liberty to answer them. 
But Mr. Thurston, on his part, may 
accept bis dismissal with equanimity. 
He has seen Mr. Cleveland meet with 
derisory discomforture in his attempt 
to overthrow the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment, and sharply disciplined by the 
Senate as to his prospective course. 
He has seen the Fifty-third Congress 
rebuff Mr. Cleveland's request that a 
British submarine cable might be suf- 
fered to land on one of tbe Hawaiian 
islands, and he will see the Fifty- 
fourth Congress order tbe construc- 
tion of an American submarine cable 
from San Francisco to Honolulu. And, 
although Mr. Tburston may now 
leave us for a while, he can count on 
being welcomed back to Washington 
in the day, happily not distant, when 
Mr. Cleveland and his Cabinet officers 
shall have been relegated to obscurity.

Soma Talk of Erecting Cold Stor 


age in Honolulu. 


The way m .v\ liu-Li trude lulupln it- 


self to uew facilities afforded lui th 
exchange of truffle is well sliowii by 
what is now taking place on the Pa 
uiflc. A sum of JL30.000 was recently 
expended m reuderlug the steamships 
of the Cauaii iau-Australian Hue (ea 
tahllshed in 1893; suitable for the con- 
veyance of produce in a frozen or 
chilled coudi lion, and this fact la giv- 
ing substantial stimulus to commer- 
cial enterprise in various directions. 
One syndicate has already constructed 
cold storage at Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia, and another has erected cole 
storage at Westminster, B. C., and is 
about to erect similar premises al 
Vancouver, so that Canada will thus 
speedily have abundant provision for 
dealing with frozen meat from Aus- 
tralia, says the Maritime Register 
A third syndicate, formed In London, 
proposes to supply both Australasian 
and British markets with frozen Ca- 
nadian salmon, as distinguished from 
the familiar tinned variety. The fish 
would be sent to Sydney from British 
Columbia in the insulated holds of the 
Canadian-Australian 
steamers, and 


that intended for Great Britain would 
be transhipped at Sydney to the P. & 
O. or Orient liners, and thence sent 
direct to London, thus traveling a 
total distance ol about 18,000 miles. 
Should it be found that the flavor is 
uninjured by the freezing process, an 
important trade will, it is expected, 
be opened up. Cold storage has also 
been provided at Fiji, which will 
shortly be receiving regular supplies 
of frozen mutton from Australia in 
exchange for her supplies of sugar, 
copra, and pines ana other fruits, 


iji now finds herself, in fact, on the 
lighway of the world's traffic, and so 
mportant are the. commercial devel- 
opments being brought about there 
that Sir John Thnraton, the Governor 
of Fiji and High Commissioner and 
Consul-General for the Western Pa- 
iflc, will shortly visit London for the 
purpose, among other things, of ad- 
vancing them still further. It is also 
>roposed to erect cold storage at Hono 
ulu, where already, owing to the new 
ine of steamships, an Important trade 
iaa been opened up in breadstuff's, 
building materials, and manufactured 
goods sent through British Columbia 
rom Pacific Coast points to the Ha- 
waiian group, whence bananas, etc., 
are despatched in return. From East- 
ern Canada extensive shipments of 
agricultural machinery are being sent 
via British Columbia to ail parts of 
Australia and New Zealand.
